SOMETIMES WHAT SEEMS SO DAMN IMPORTANT ISN'T. 

Priorities Count 

Some years back a friend who was a commercial airline 
pilot and a licensed captain told me this true story: After 
deploying landing gear, the three-man crew of a comm- 
ercial airliner noticed the indicator light for the 
nose wheel wasn't illuminated. They conferred 
and concluded that the cause was a faulty bulb. 
So while the pilot flew the aircraft into a holding 
pattern, the second officer and engineer attempt- 
ed to remove the bulb to examine it. When they 
were unsuccessful, the pilot placed the aircraft on 
autopilot and joined the attempt. As the three 
men struggled to wrest the bulb from its socket, 
the pilot inadvertently nudged the control yoke, 
automatically disengaging the autopilot and put- 
ting the aircraft into a shallow dive. As the men 
labored on, the plane gradually flew into the 
ground, killing them and nearly 100 passengers. 

My friend related these events to illustrate 
how easily we can lose our sense of priority when confronted with an annoying 
lem. Indeed it seems to be a particularly male characteristic to focus on fixing something 
even when it's not the most critical task at hand. It's a lesson I've tried to internalize 
over the years with middling success. 

Take last November. I was cruising with Capt. Bill Pike aboard the Betty Jane when 
he decided to leave the flying bridge and go below to make lunch. He turned over the 
helm of his beloved craft to me, which is the equivalent of Leonardo da Vinci asking 
someone to hold the Mona Lisa while he hits the head. 

On a gently winding stretch of the ICW just north of the U. S. Navy's King's Bay 
sub base in southern Georgia — straightforward navigation, red right returning — we 
came upon a buoy that bore an unreadable number, so I pulled out the paper charts 
to discern its identity, even though I didn't need it to determine the channel ahead. I 
discovered the number, looked up, and immediately realized we'd drifted out of the 
channel — just as the Betty Jane touched bottom. This is the equivalent of spilling coffee 
on the Mona Lisa while you were holding it. 

Pike scaled the bridge and was at the wheel in a trice, but fortunately we'd only 
touched mud. He immediately launched into a these-things-happen-to-everyone exon- 
eration but to no avail. I was gobsmacked with guilt and embarrassment. My only con- 
solation was that I'd again learned that lesson about tending to first things first. Next 
time I won't forget it. PMY

When it comes to dealing with 
emergencies at sea, clear thinking 
and calm nerves often mean the 
difference between life and death. 
Seasoned boater Michael Ayres 
proved that point during an ill- 
fated trip in November — and saved two lives in the process. 

The 46-year-old Michigan native and a first-time deckhand, 
Steffon Moore, 19, had left the Florida Keys heading for the 
Bahamas aboard Ayres' 41-foot lady Rosalee when, just after 
nightfall, they struck debris in heavy seas about 12 miles from 
Bimini. The cruiser began taking on water, and the pair bailed 
furiously for six hours until the situation worsened. "The boat 
started to sink really quickly," Ayres told the Palm Beach Post. 
The two rushed to the dinghy with fishing gear, flares, two 
gallons of water, and some chocolate chip cookies 



and crackers and began row- 
ing for their lives in the heavy 
seas as the 41-footer sank. 
Ayres says he knew the situa- 
tion was dire but also knew he 
had to remain calm for Moore, 
who had never been on the 
water before. "I didn't want 
him to be fearful," he said. "I 
wanted him to think we were 
going to make it home." 

The pair focused on row- 
ing in one direction for three 
days, believing they were 
pointed for Miami. At night, 
they tried anything to stave 
off hypothermia — including 
covering themselves in styro- 
foam — but eventually began 
to suffer its effects. "We started 
seeing things on the water that 
weren't there," Ayres said. 

Ayres fired a flare every time 
he thought he saw a boat; he 
went through all 16 but to no 
avail. Out of food and flares, the 
pair pushed on. On the morn- 
ing of their fourth day, they 
washed ashore in Boca Raton 
in, according to doctors, "amaz- 
ingly good condition." 

Ayres said the trial changed 
his outlook. He immediately 
proposed to his long-time girl- 
friend. "My priorities have shift- 
ed," he said. "I want to focus on 
people more." PMY

If you're going to build boats 
smack in the middle of the 

notoriously rugged coastline of the Pacific 
Northwest, they'd better be sturdy. This fact 
was not lost on Anacortes, Washington's 
Northern Marine when it announced plans 
to build an 85-foot expedition yacht that will 
be dubbed Blood Baron. It's a hard-core name 
for a hard-core boat.

he great thing about efficient boats is obvi- 
ously that they don't use much fuel to reach 
your cruising destination. The downside is 
that they can leave a lot of unused, prone-to- 
contamination fuel in your tanks. Owners of 
diesel-powered boats have long battled water 
and/or the growth of colonies of microorgan- 
isms that thrive in water and diesel fuel. Some 



people call these microbes algae but they're actually bacteria, mold, 
and yeast. Whatever you call them, to keep them from clogging 
your fuel filters, you need to separate and then remove whatever 
water is in your fuel before the organisms can get a foothold. 

The best way to get water — and the nasty stuff that comes 
with it — out of your boat's fuel tank is with a fuel-polishing system. 
The technology has been around for a long time but only recently 
have owners of smaller craft — those down to about 40 feet LOA —

When winterizing your fresh- 
water system, save the anti- 
freeze jugs, cut off the top half 
and dry them out.

started installing the systems on their boats. 
Companies such as Reverso Pumps, Algae-X, 
ESI Total Fuel Management, Gulf Coast 
Filters, Walker Engineering, and others offer 
their own versions but all of them essentially 
pump diesel fuel out of the tank, through a 
combination fuel-water separator and filter, 
and then back into the tank. Many compa- 
nies that build polishing systems use separators from well-known com- 
panies like Racor and Separ. 

"Price is primarily what kept [the commercial systems] from being 
used on smaller boats," explains John Napurano, owner of Reverso 
Pumps in Fort Lauderdale. He says that large, complex systems similar 
to those on commercial vessels might make sense on yachts longer 
than 90 but they are impractical for anything smaller. 

Essentially, a polisher cleans the fuel before it hits the engines' fuel 
system. When a filter gets clogged on a boat without a polishing sys- 
tem, the fuel pump is starved, which can mean not only a burnt-up 
pump but an air-locked engine due to fuel starvation, or worse. When a 
polishing filter gets clogged, you simply replace the element. 

While Napurano generalizes that Reverso installs systems on boats

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from 40 to 80 feet, the size of the polisher actu- 
ally has more to do with a boat's fuel capacity 
than with its hull length. Many trawlers have 
larger fuel tanks per LOA because they're 
intended for extended causing, so you'd use a 
higher-capacity polisher on one than you might 
on a boat set up more for day cruising. Trawler 
companies such as Selene, Grand Banks, and 
Kadey-Krogen install polishing systems on most of their boats. 

Most polishing systems are rated according to gallons per 
hour (gph). For a 65-foot trawler carrying 2,000 gallons of fuel, 
Napurano recommends a 600-gph polishing system. Reverso's 
most popular system is the 210 gph, which retails for $3,989 
on the company's Web site. The 210-gph kit is designed for a 
110-volt A.C. electrical system and includes a mechanical timer 
and metal heat deflector. Gulf Coast Filters' GCF-FPS-Deluxe 
Magnum is rated at 120 gph; the company recommends it for 
boats with fuel capacities greater than 500 gallons. 

One key to an effective polishing system installation is that 
it pick up the fuel as low as possible in the tank, which is where 
all the contamination accumulates. Another is timing. Napurano 
says the best time to polish your fuel is right after filling the 
tanks when the fuel is agitated. Think of it as shaking up a 
snow globe. Sediment and growth from the microorganisms 
that are resting on the bottom of the tank get stirred up during 
fueling. With debris and water dispersed throughout the tank, 
they get pulled more easily into the filters and out of your boat's 
tank. You might need to change the filter element in the fuel- 
polishing system afterwards, but you'll be ready to cruise with 
confidence knowing that all that diesel fuel is clean and ready to 
burn in the tanks of your efficient boat, pmy

rickle down" 
became a phrase 
tied to economics 
in the 1980s, but less 
commonly it's an 
illustrative term to 
discuss technology. 
Generally speaking, 
it describes how new developments spread 
from low-volume, high-price niches to high- 
volume, low-price mass markets. GPS is the 
classic example from an apparently endless 
list of devices that have made their way from 
space research or the military through com- 
mercial applications to become everyday 
gadgets. It's much harder to find anything 
that has "trickled up." That makes Simrad's 
Argus radar a rare breed: It's a commercially 
approved radar that includes the Frequency 
Modulated Continuous Wave (FMCW) 
technology that Simrad first introduced in 
its 18-inch BR24 radar for small craft back 
in 2008. Argus systems start at $19,250 and 
include a six-foot 12kW antenna, core unit, 
ARPA, AIS, and interswitch. 

International Maritime Organization 
(IMO) approval doesn't come easily: A radar 
must meet a long list of performance require- 
ments and features. It must, for instance, be 
able to detect a 5,000-ton ship at 11 miles 
or a 33-foot boat at 3.4 miles. At the other 
extreme, it must also display a target just 131 
feet (40 meters) away, and it must separate 
two targets that are only 2.5 degrees apart. 

There isn't much that the IMO hasn't 
thought of. It specifies which functions have 
to be available by single knob manipulations 
or button presses, the symbols that must be 
used to identify ARPA and AIS targets, and 
even what shade of blue counts as blue. 
The size of the display varies depending 




on the size of the ship it's on but for a ship 
of 10,000 tons or more the radar picture has 
to be at least 12.6 inches (320 millimeters) 
in diameter on a screen at least 13.4 inches 
square (340 millimeters). But as Tim Ryder, 
director of Simrad Professional Series, 
explained, the latest rule revision allows the 
radar and its monitor to be approved sepa- 
rately rather than as a single package and 
also the use of a widescreen monitor. 

The height of the 13.4-inch IMO box 
calls for a 27-inch widescreen monitor but 
leaves ten inches of width to spare. "And that 
means that we can do other things outside 
the regulation box," Ryder says. In particular 
the side panel can display the picture pro- 
duced by Simrad's 3G broadband radar. The 
3G is not IMO-approved so it can't take the 
place of the main radar image in the IMO 
box. But remember that the monitor in our 
photo is 27 inches across the diagonal so 
even the "small" picture is about the same 
size as a full-screen image on Simrad's NSS8 
recreational multifunction display (MFD). 

The Argus black-box processor can run

four open-array X- or S-band scanners (of 
up to 12 feet and 25kW) and two 3G radars 
with dual-receiver circuitry which means it 
can mix and match the pictures from many 
radar sources. So it can combine the images 
from two radars to fill in blind sectors, giving 
360-degree coverage regardless of obstruc- 
tions such as superstructure. Or it can com- 
pare two radars and only display things that 
appear on both. A target would appeal' in the 
same place on both pictures but sea clutter 
wouldn't, so the clutter would be suppressed, 
allowing real targets to stand out. 

One problem of big radars mounted high 
up is that they can't see close-range targets — 
a small boat 400 yards from a big ship could 
be literally "under the radar." Adding broad- 
band scanners mounted low on the bow and 
stem fills in that ultra-short-range blind spot. 
The headline-grabbing application of this is 
as an anti-piracy tool, though it could also be 
used in dose-quarters maneuvering or with 
the added optional software for navigation in 
ice or other challenging situations. 

For smaller craft, Simrad has offered 
FMCW as a substitute for the more common 
pulse radar rather than as a supplement to 
it. Although the performance of the original 
BR24 was awesome at ultra-short range, it 
was offset by disappointing performance 
with small or weak targets at medium and 
long range.

oored stern-to during boat shows, the transoms of yachts on display 
line up like books on a bookshelf. But once you're onboard, the interior 
design takes center stage and the sweeping lines of a superstructure and 
carefully limned arch of the windows are literally overshadowed. Which, 
for Heesen's 55-meter (180-foot) Quinta Essentia, is truly a shame. 

Even hidden by the narrow clearance between the tightly docked 
megayachts, the exterior of this 55-meter yacht — the first semidisplace- 
ment design for Heesen — hints at the interior. Dobroserdov Design 
accented Quinta Essentia's traditional megayacht white with a custom 
Awlgrip shade of merlot red. The color, which matches that of an Italian 
Montemaggio Merlot, the wine produced by the owners' vineyard, 
highlights the exterior lines of Omega naval architect Frank Laupman's 
design. This contrast between white and splashes of color continues 
throughout the interior. 

Another feature on display was the 12-by-six-foot swimming pool 
on the main deck aft. Though it's in an area that's rarely used while the 
yacht is moored stern-to due to its close proximity to the dock, the ten- 
person pool can be the center of attention. It features a waterfall in which 
water from 3,000 holes in a stainless steel pipe rains down like a curtain, 
the thin sheet of water providing a screen either for privacy or to show 
movies on. 

Her name, Quinta Essentia, translates from Latin as the 'fifth element.' 
While the first four elements (earth, wind, fire, and air) may be familiar, 
the intangible fifth refers to the soul. The interior design echoes this 
theme: Five colors, each representing a different element, are repeated 
throughout the yacht. Each of the guest cabins is assigned a color: purple 
(air) in the twin, red (fire) and brown (earth) in the two queens, blue 
(water) in the lower-deck VIP that can split into two cabins, and silver 
(soul) in the master.

Encompassing more than 70 square meters, the full-beam master 
is the largest aboard any Heesen and would be equally at home 
aboard a larger vessel. With an open-plan layout, the sleeping area, 
with its offset bed, and small sitting area flow into each other. Light 
floods the cabin making the white and silver design sparkle. Full- 
height, curved-glass doors lead to fold-out, over-water balconies 
with glass bulwarks, another first for Heesen. These "windows to 
the soul" were in the design brief the owner presented to Heesen. 

The saloon on the main deck features two discrete seating areas. 
Farther aft, two white sofas feature a bright watercolor bouquet. 
The only linear furniture in the rectilinear communal area points 
forward to the second lounge. The royal purple sofa circles a table 
embedded with lights depicting constellations and faces a flush- 
mounted TV. Full-height arched glass doors lead to the side decks. 

On the bridge deck, windows almost completely encircle the 



skylounge. Two more full-height windows arch around two white semi- 
circular sofas, which face a TV and an ethanol-fueled fireplace that burns 
in colors. Nestled in the starboard-side arched window is a white grand 
piano. In a change from typical megayacht layouts, the round formal 
dining area sits just aft of the sitting area, encompassed by 180 degrees 
of opening doors. Directly above the table, a round skylight lets light in 
from the sundeck. 

Up there, besides an open-air table, the majority of space is enclosed 
and designed for relaxation and self-improvement. There is an aft- 
facing gym as well as a sauna and massage rooms. The forward area is 
dedicated to an observation room, which has walls lined with raffia set 
in resin. Another circular layout features a white curved sofa facing the 
forward, exterior Jacuzzi. 

England-based designer Ken Freivokh drew up the original interior 
designs, which were stark and modern, but Italian designer Michela 
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EYE TO THE SOUL HEESEN QUINTA ESSENTIA 



Reverberi was later brought in to increase the warmth 
and color. Throughout the yacht, from the main saloon 
to the master bath, the walls are covered in a pearl-white 
lacquer with a depth that took 20 coats to achieve. 

One design of Freivokh's that remains is the atrium. 
His characteristic futuristic luxury is seen at its most 
extreme around the elevator. Aboard a megayacht the 
spaces used to move people between decks can be over- 
looked. But on Quinta Essentia they're a work of art. The 
glass stairs that circle the elevator are freestanding and 
attached only on the outside. More impressive are the 
walls, which Bernard Pictet hand-engraved with liquid 
lead; each square meter took 20 hours to complete. 

With such a meticulously planned yacht, the tender 
had to be special. Custom built by Vaudrey Miller in 
New Zealand, the 25-footer stows athwartships in the 
first floodable tender bay Heesen has built. The flush 
surface that is created between the boat and the dry 
dock allows the guests to board and disembark more 
easily and in privacy. 

This is Heesen's first 55-meter and also a fully custom 
project; the yard typically builds semicustom yachts. 
Founded by Frans Heesen in 1978, the Dutch shipyard 
has been expanding its production capabilities in recent 
years. Additions include climate-controlled production 
sheds that can accommodate longer yachts. Twelve 
yachts, including four started on spec, are currently 
under construction. Its yachts are semicustom only in 
the broadest sense: The hullforms with that distinctive 
pelican bow flare are preengineered, which reduces build 
time, but the interiors are entirely bespoke. But what 
really sets these yachts apart is their speed. 

And these repeat clients chose Heesen specifically for 
that reason. Their previous Heesen, the 47-meter (154- 
foot) Celestial Hope, had a top speed of 25 knots to keep 
up with their racing sailboat TP54 and remain ahead 
of any regatta. Despite weighing nearly 800 gross tons, 
Quinta Essentia has a top speed of 24 knots although she 
reportedly reached 25 knots during sea trials. But this all- 
aluminum vessel is also efficient with a 4,500 NM range 
at half those speeds. 

From its first floodable tender garage to the unique 
custom-blended exterior paint, this inaugural 55- meter 
Heesen shows what custom boatbuilding can achieve. 
All the high-tech developments and custom design 
aboard show that, on Quinta Essentia, beauty is more

WHEN THE 
USUAL PORTS 
AREN'T 
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n less enlightened times, 
unexplored areas of the map 
were marked with the simple 
phrase, "Here Be Dragons." 
Nowadays as paper charts 
have been fleshed out, unex- 
plored areas are often simply marked 
with pins, changing them into a person- 
alized destination wish list. 

But turning those far-flung day- 
dreams into reality is far more involved 
than planning the standard mega- 
yacht run between the Med and the 
Caribbean. These itineraries require 
detailed planning, specially chosen crew, 
and most important, yachts that are up 
to the challenge. 

How Did I Get Here? 

Recent boat shows have presented an 
influx of explorer-style yacht designs 
and launches. Builders as disparate as 
Moonen, Mondo Marine, McMullen & 
Wing, and Kingship have designs ready 
to build, just waiting for the right person 
to sign the contracts that will begin con- 
struction. But owners looking for vessels 
to carry them to destinations that are off 
the chart must know what they need. 

Dutch yacht designer Rene van der 
Velden, who has an explorer design in 
build at Alloy Yachts in New Zealand, 
draws a distinction in these designs, 
"Today there are a lot of 'fashion explor- 
ers' for people who like the bold looks 
that come with the type," van der Velden 
says. "But the use of the vessel is not dif- 
ferent than an ordinary yacht." 

As with any trend, pretenders come 
along, capturing the look but not the 
capabilities. "There are two kinds of 
explorer yachts," Fraser Yachts broker 
David Legrand concurs. "The second 
kind is vessels that look the part and are 
an explorer in spirit. And then there are 
the expedition yachts." 

Megayacht owner Richard Beatty 
knows what a real explorer yacht needs. 
He designed and tested his 45-meter 
(147-foot) Big Fish and then logged more 
than 45,000 NM aboard her. "The equa- 
tion is always one of balancing design 
and performance — which in explora- 
tion yachts means long range as well as 
excellent seakeeping — with construc- 
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tion excellence," says Beatty. "To achieve the latter, it is 
absolutely essential to find a yard that has had significant 
experience building yachts that operate safely and reliably, 
and are easy to repair and maintain when far away from 
port facilities. We selected McMullen & Wing because of 
their reputation for operational reliability." 




This New Zealand yard focuses on not only expedi- 
tion but also high-speed yachts, both of which require 
increased engineering. On Big Fish, that included an ice- 
strengthened hull, extra-robust and -reliable systems, 
and increased refrigerated stowage. And while keeping 
food fresh is obviously important, so is keeping garbage 
from smelling until the vessel reaches a port with the 
capabilities to accept it. 

Legrand is also managing a new explorer project by 
the Italian shipbuilder Mariotti, a yard that until now 
had focused on building luxury cruise ships. In design- 
ing the 55-meter (180-foot) Geo, it is adhering to the 
same demanding timetables and engineering practices 
that are common in the cruise-ship industry. 

Geo (the project name) features key aspects that 
are common on expedition yachts. Her increased 
outdoor space includes a 220-square-meter sundeck 
that's protected from the weather by heavy glass and 
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aft doors. There are three decks dedicated to guests, 
whose main-deck cabins have the maximum light 
and the best views, while the 13-member crew has its 
own dedicated deck. A small transom door simplifies 
boarding from a tender in heavy seas and replaces the 
aft swim platform for areas where unwelcome visitors 
could be a problem. 

Another concern for these yachts is their external 
finish. Allan Jouning, co-director of the megayacht 
agency 37 South, was captain of Itasca, the first private 
yacht to transit the Northwest Passage from west to 
east in a single season. "Exploring arctic and antarctic 
areas can be hard on hull paint so expedition yachts 
normally go for a more high-quality commercial fin- 
ish," he says. 

And while range is important for long-distance 
cruising, it doesn't always tell the whole story. "A real 
expedition yacht would have fuel to take it halfway 




around the world without fueling," Jouning contin- 
ues. "But most of these yachts will have one or two 
generators running 24 hours a day so the actual 
range gets altered with this requirement." 

While safety and efficiency are concerns on any 
yacht, they're especially important on an expedition 
yacht. And the differences aren't always obvious 
based on the exterior styling. "Actually the design

brief is not so different from what it should be for 
a 'normal' yacht," van der Velden says. "Some well- 
designed yachts will be better explorers than some 
of the fashion explorers today. The main thing is that 
for a serious explorer, safety and practicality should 
always prevail over style." 

But it's not just the yacht itself that owners need 
to consider. Capt. Paul Deeth, who has helmed both 
the 194-foot Senses and the 115-foot Surprise, points 
out that even the tenders have special requirements. 
"They need to be able to launch in big seas and cruise 
two days to a reef." For example, Big Fish's tender, the 
28-foot custom Triple Ripple, has a 315-hp Yanmar with 
a 200-mile range at 17 knots as well as a jet drive for 
cruising in shallow waters. 

Who Are You? 

Seeing a speck on a map and turning it into a destina- 
tion requires certain personality traits of an explorer- 
yacht owner, crew, and guests. A few characteristics 



tend to repeat. Legrand says the typical explorer owner 
is experienced and values the lower operating costs an 
efficient yacht can provide. 

Plus, expedition owners tend to active; they're into 
diving and fishing, and their yachts usually have the 
toys to match. "All of our owners are passionate about 
watersports, but those who own explorers are even 
more so," says Dorien Bilterijst, communication man- 
ager of Moonen Shipyards, which is currently building 
its second explorer yacht. 

Owners who invest in such a yacht, says Liz 
Howard, a Fraser charter broker, can't rely on chartering. 
"[Expedition yachts are] a hard sell," she says. "People 
still want the big white boat in the south of France." 

When charter clients do seek out an adventure 
charter they often share certain characteristics with 
expedition yacht owners — they may even be owners 
themselves, or were in the past. "[An owner's] boat may 
not be suitable or he may not want to move it around 
the world," Jouning explains.

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Having sailed far afield, Deeth knows the expecta- 
tions of owner and crew need to align. "The owner has 
to want to be adventurous and find a crew to match," 
Deeth explains. "The captain is key as the job is a bit 
more demanding, with long hours and overnights." 

Though the typical owner spends only a few weeks 
aboard every year, the crew are there for the duration. 
"The crew tend to be comprised of thrill seekers," 
Howard says. "If they're going to be in the South Pacific 
for two years, they have to love adventure sports." 

But as the distance increases between the yacht 
and "yachtie" towns such as Fort Lauderdale, Florida, 
or Antibes, France, so does the difficulty in replacing 
crew. Deeth no longer uses crew agencies, and instead 
depends on word of mouth from other captains. "You 
look for people who are keen to join," he says. "Not 
everyone wants an adventure." 

The definition of adventure isn't just spontaneity, 
however, so those thrill-seekers also need to be adept 
in practical things like planning and provisioning. 




Supplying an expedition yacht doesn't just refer to 
the chefs keeping the pantry full and the meaJs tasty 
and interesting, Howard points out, but also to the 
engineers stocking detailed spare parts. "There are so 
many logistics," she says. "It's better to have an experi- 
enced crew who know the requirements." 

An experienced crew also knows how to put 
together alternatives when there are no conventional 
means available, whether that be the owner's private

plane or a more creative solution. "We were cruising 
from Fiji to the Marshall Islands and we weren't sure 
there would be fuel," Deeth recounts. "So we hired a 
guy with a donkey cart to bring enough fuel down." 

Beatty praises Capt. Winston Joyce-Clarke for 
choosing a crew that has contributed to Big Fish's suc- 
cess in terms of travel itinerary safety, and in attracting 
repeat charter clients. "Even though it's far more dif- 
ficult on crew to be constantly with guests in remote 
areas, I believe you actually can attract a higher caliber 
of crew when your boat is going to exciting places," 
Beatty says. "What young person — who is also a 
committed seafarer — wants to be stuck on a boring 
yacht doing the same thing in the same old watering 
hole as every other yacht on the planet?" 

Should I Stay or Should I Go? 

An explorer yacht that is well crafted, staffed with a 
willing crew, and provisioned to the hilt will be lim- 
ited only by the owner's imagination (and possibly 
the restrictions of a few inhospitable governments).

"It was always my plan to take my yacht — excuse me 
for borrowing the phrase for my own purposes — to go 
where no yacht has gone before," Beatty says. 

However some destinations do have their drawbacks. 
The May-to-October South Pacific season coincides with 
hurricane season, but relocating north or south escapes 
the storms' common path. Jouning suggests moving 
north toward the equator or south of New Zealand in the 
sub-Antarctic Auckland Islands. 

Once the chosen destination is reached, it is Deeth's 
experience that most owners want to live off the land or 
sea. "Fishing or catching lobsters are part of the adven- 
ture," he says. "In the Solomon Islands, the [former] 
owner of Surprise went for a drive and returned with a 
wild boar." 

But at the end of the day, the typical expedition trip is 
about the adventure, but not necessarily isolation. "I built 
Big Fish because I enjoy cruising remote areas where you 
can meet native, non-Western people, enjoy waters that 
have not been overfished or environmentally degraded, 
and see wildlife in abundance," Beatty says. "You can lit- 
erally be where no private yacht has ever been before and 
still conduct critical buiness and be in touch with your 
family. What's incredible to me is that given the technol- 
ogy we now have, how few yachtsmen are enjoying the 
ability to enjoy the world at its very, very best." PMY

A HOMETOWN CREW GIVES A NORWEGIAN 
CHARTER A PERSONAL TOUCH. 
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Norway's vast expanses of coastline 
are only speckled with homes, 
making it no surprise that the 
country has one of the lowest 
population densities in the world: 
just 16 people per square kilometer. 
And with fewer than 100 towns having a population of 
more than 5,000, the country provides endless opportu- 
nities to discover (or feel like you've discovered) a new 
cove, bay, or inlet. It's a trait that's thrilling but also can 
be a little intimidating. 

A local crew can make the discovery process a lot 
easier by planning a cruise that uncovers all the gems 
the landscape has to offer, serving regional cuisine made 
with local ingredients, and explaining the legends and 
myths behind your destinations. And the most personal 
way to begin such a trip is to start at the yacht's private 
dock just outside Stavanger, Norway's third largest city. 

Capt. Arlid Lofthus and Geraldine Gitsham, a charter 
broker from Camper & Nicholsons, arrived in a black 



Mercedes to pick up PMYs creative director Aimee Colon 
and me at our hotel; our luggage was transported in a 
black Range Rover by deckhand and engineer Jan Lofthus. 
To be honest, we'd expected a drive down to the city 
marina lasting 15 minutes. Instead, we turned out of the 
city and began a 40-minute drive through the thinly popu- 
lated countryside. As the road wound around a lake and 
farm we encountered a traffic jam (two other cars on the 
road) en route to our destination, Anne Viking's hometown 
of Lauwik. 

Docked at the private pier was Anne Viking, a 2004 
85-foot Princess. In a country where neighbors are few and 
far between, the two-story white house behind her stood 
starkly alone with its dock. We quickly boarded, cast off 
lines, and set off into the day's mist toward Lysefjord. 

We'd barely entered the fjord when the captain pointed 
out the Pothole, a geological oddity formed at about the 
same time as the rest of the fjord when the passing glacier 
drilled one rock into another. The resulting indentation is 
barely two feet deep, but when filled with water the per- 
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fectly round divot looks like an entrance to the center of 
the earth. In the warmer months, tour ships hire mer- 
maids to sun themselves on its rocky edge. 

As we continued into the fjord, the gray stony cliffs 
around us began to rise — 300, 400, and finally 1,000 
feet, up into the day's mist and matching sky. Off the 
port side we spotted a small crevasse accessible through 
a narrow pass. Arlid said this small roofless cave was 
where petty criminals would go to escape capaire. 
When the authorities followed, the miscreants would 
scale the cliffs and arm themselves with rocks and other 
projectiles. A flannel-clad mannequin had been hung to 
commemorate this bit of history. 

The cove was just slightly larger than Arme Viking, 
something I realized as the captain put the yacht into 
a delicate 180-degree pirouette so we could exit. This 
maneuver also highlighted an oddity of yachting in 
these fjords. Unlike most bodies of water where the bot- 
tom gently slopes away from the shore, the fjord walls 
drop straight down below the surface, sometimes reach- 



ing depths as low as their cliffs are high. The cove was 80 
feet deep where we were but quickly dropped off to 1,300 
feet as we passed back into the main waterway. 

With plenty of water next to the cliffs, our captain 
was able to edge Anne Viking right up to our next (and 
most adorable) stop. A small grassy patch bordered by 
the cliffs on three sides and water on the fourth made

the perfect lea for three goats. Chef Bjorn Hettervik had been 
working on our forthcoming lunch but quickly appeared with 
the remnants of a loaf of bread. The goats were familiar with the 
feedings and made their way down their angled pen so Aimee 
and I could lob bread to them. 

Only Preikestolen, the Pulpit Rock, remained at the end of the 
fjord. Its flat top soars 1,982 feet over the water and is a popular 
hiking destination for tourists and a BASE-jumping site for the 
insane. Having reached the fjord's dead end, Anne Viking aimed 
toward the mouth as Aimee, Geraldine, and I sat down to our 
first meal and what turned into a culinary lesson.

The salmon was from Norway's 
northwest coast, and "there are only 
four hours between sea and package." 
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Stewardess Grete Lofthus had prepared the indoor 
dining table, and no sooner than she'd filled our glasses 
with a gewurztraminer than Bjorn arrived with our first 
course of shrimp tossed in herb butter with piles of bread 
and salted butter. Our main course came with a seafood 
tutorial. The salmon was from Norway's northwest 
coast, Bjorn said. "There are only four hours between sea 
and package." He served it with a lobster sauce and a 
Norwegian aquavit reduction. 

I admitted I didn't know what aquavit was. 

Hettervik was shocked, went to the galley, and 
returned with a bottle of Gilde. "The best," he said and 
explained it was named after a type of Viking party. 
Suffice to say I wouldn't survive such a Viking party. 

Anne Viking headed next to Borgoy, a tiny island with 
a year-round population of 13. Bjorn has a house there 
but our tour guide for the island was Aashild Hettervik 
(no known relationship to Bjorn), the owner, with her 
husband, of Borgoy Notservice and Sjohusferie, a res- 
taurant and conference center. She offered us kranzen, a 
circular almond cake that she described as "cooked mar- 
zipan," with coffee and a serving of the property's recent 
history. Since 1995, the couple has updated it with six new 
cabins in the clean, spare Scandinavian style. Tucked in 
among the trees, each tiny house had its own personality 



and large windows for the perfect view. As we neared the 
end of the lour, chef Bjorn sailed past on his bike, reaim- 
ing from his home on the island. 

The night's dinner again reflected Bjom's obvious love 
for local foods. Before dinner we started with savory hors 
d'oeuvres of moose, a six-year-aged Jarlsburg cheese, and

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champagne. Our first course offered both cold and warm 
smoked salmon with traditional sides of eggs, local goat 
cheese, and pepper sauce; our second continued the rich 
and earthy flavors as Bjorn presented veal with Brussels 
sprouts and roasted potatoes in butter. 

With no cars on Borgoy, the night was silent, as 
Geraldine, Aimee, and I conversed in the saloon after dinner. 




But under the influence of the fresh air and rich foods, we 
soon headed down to our cabins to turn in. 

In the morning, Aimee and I rose early to see a bit 
more of the island. We assumed it would be easy since it 
had just one intersection. We just happened to choose the 
wrong road. A couple of times. 

But with the sun finally beginning to make its first 
appearance and the only sound the crunching of gravel 
underfoot, the morning's walk was an excellent way to 
work up an appetite for the breakfast spread waiting for 
us back aboard Ame Viking. There were tomatoes, her- 
ring, pineapple, caramelized goat cheese, an omelet, thick- 
cut bacon, cheese, and bread made by Aashild served with 
the delicious salted butter. The meal was timed perfectly 
to keep us dry from the morning's downpour. 

We soon pushed off, said goodbye to Borgoy and 
headed toward Stavanger. Just as we cruised through a 
narrow pass with houses on one side and schoolchildren 
waiting for the boat-bus to pick them up on the other 
side, the sun broke through the clouds and we relocated 
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to the flying bridge, where Grete brought us blankets. But 
the warmth didn't last long, and the rain soon returned 
and drove us back into the saloon. 

We had one meal left before the end, and it was the 
most rustic one yet. For lunch Bjorn served reindeer leg 
"smoked in a sauna" with a beet and onion salad and two 
Norwegian cheeses: Kraftbar, which translates to "strong 
man" and reflects its flavor, and Knudenost, a regional 
goat cheese made by "one old guy" and served with a 
balsamic vinaigrette. 

As it was with the rest of the trip, the timing at the end 
was impeccable. The conclusion of our meal came just as 
Anne Viking docked near the petroleum museum honor- 
ing Stavanger's main industry, and Aimee and I disem- 
barked into the city, joining the busde of its streets to find 
our way home, pmy

It's amazing that neither of us hear them hit Indigo, 
but there they are. It's still dark, and conditions are 
pretty miserable. We certainly aren't properly dressed 
for the 50-plus-knot winds and intense horizontal rain 
we encountered when we rushed to the bow. 

The crews on the two sailboats are doing their best 
to keep us from banging together, using fenders and 
their far-too-vulnerable hands. But it quickly becomes 
clear that separating the boats is not going to be easy. 
The rudder of one or both of the sailboats has snagged 
our anchor chain, and the untangling process is going 
to be a delicate maneuver not to be attempted in 
the current conditions. After deploying all of Indigo's 
fenders to help keep the boats separated, we move to 
the pilothouse to monitor the chartplotter. Unlike the 
sailors, at least we're in a dry spot out of the wind and 
rain. Score one for the powerboat. 

Our biggest worry is that our anchor might not be 
capable of holding Indigo as well as the two sailboats 
which are hanging on our chain with their sterns 
pointed into the wind. If the three boats break free as 
a unit we all will be grounded in the adjacent man- 
groves within a couple of minutes. We keep watch 
with the engines running, but fortunately we don't 
need them. The anchor holds. 

An hour later the rain decreases, the wind drops 



to 25 knots, and the rising sun increases visibility. After 
consulting with the other captains we agree on a plan to 
separate the boats. I release our snubber line and let the 
anchor chain out as quickly as the windlass will allow. 
With the tension off, the chain drops to the bottom and 
clears their rudders. The two sailboats power away and 
wisely re-anchor separately. 

Fortunately no one has been injured. It would have 
been relatively easy for someone to have severed a finger 
or crushed a hand during those first few minutes while 
everyone was trying their best to fend off. Overall the 
damage is surprisingly modest. The swim platform was 
knocked off one of the sailboats, and we have a number 
of impressive scratches on our high-gloss blue hull, 
but they're superficial rather than structural. Later that 
morning one of the sailboat captains comes over by din- 
ghy, accepts responsibility for the accident, and agrees 
to cover the cost of repairs — a substantial commitment 
that he later honors. 

In retrospect we should have immediately contacted 
Florida Fish and Wildlife to report the accident. When 
damage is estimated to exceed $2,000 or there is an inju- 
ry, the agency will send a boat to investigate. Fortunately 
we were dealing with an honest captain, since establish- 
ing responsibility at a later date would have been a chal- 
lenge with no documentation of the incident. 
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In looking 
back I think 
we were for- 
tunate to have 
replaced our 
primary anchor 
before start- 
ing this cruise. 
Sailors love big 
anchors and 
when we pur- 
chased Indigo 
she came 
equipped with

Our first reaction is to return home and make 
arrangements with Marlow to repair the damage, 
but after calming down we decide to stay at anchor 
in Pelican Bay. Unfortunately the weather over the 
next several days is not the best. We're in the crease 
between stationary high- and low-pressure systems, 
which keep the winds fairly high and generate numer- 
ous tornados. Certainly watching tornados on Sirius 
Satellite Weather does more to excite than help us. On 
our sailboat we would have been blissfully ignorant. 

Without a doubt Indigo is more comfortable than 
our sailboat during this unsettled weather, and we 
actually begin to enjoy the trip again. This changes 
when a sailboat drops anchor directly upwind of us, 
runs over the top of their rode for two boat lengths, 
and settles back on the anchor without setting it. Next, 
two trawlers raft up with the sailboat, one on either 
side. It's time to go. 

The security of a marina seems like a welcome 
change so we reserve a slip in Boca Grande just a few 
miles away. This will be the first time we've docked 
Indigo in a slip other than our own in Sarasota and 
conditions are not the best for a novice captain. The 
wind is on our beam at 20 knots coupled with a one- 
knot cross current. It takes four tries but we squeeze 
Indigo's 18-foot beam into a 19-foot-wide slip without

scratch. Safe at last, or so we think. (To read about 
hidigo's time in her slip and learn more lessons, visit 
www.pmymag.com/Chadwicks.) 

In looking back I think we were pretty fortunate 
to have replaced our primary anchor before starting 
this cruise. Sailors love big anchors, and when we 
purchased Indigo she came equipped with a beauti- 
ful, stainless steel, 60-pound plow, which on paper 
should have been adequate. However considering 
the way we planned to use the boat for island 
hopping we decided to replace it with a 90-pound 
Delta. Since the Delta held Indigo and both sail- 
boats in challenging conditions we're feeling pretty 
good about this upgrade. 

So how have we been adapting to life as pow- 
erboaters? This is probably not the best time to 
answer that question. Surely the next cruise will be 
more routine, pmy

I mean damn, man!" 

I knelt in the bow, gingerly balancing against the 
swell, antsy to get aboard Atlantis E. Not only was I 
excited (and perhaps somewhat anxious) about expe- 
riencing a demo dive in the 3300/3, 1 was also seri- 
ously hyped about visiting one of the most famous 
research ships of all time, a vessel that had garnered 
world-wide publicity for Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institute in 1986 by facilitating a series of deep-water 
dives on the R.M.S. Titanic. 

"Jump!" yelled Englehart, and I lunged from the 
RIB through a slug of salty spatter, momentarily 
leaving behind my buddy and PMY videographer/ 
photographer Jim Raycroft, as well as a documentary 
filmmaker from the BBC, a Today show producer, and 
the director of marine operations for the University 
of Miami. Messing about in submarines is typically 
expensive and complicated, and Triton was amor- 
tizing the evening's festivities with a guest list that 
included not only big-time journalists but all sorts of 
potential customers as well, from oil-company and 
oceanographic reps to publicity-shy yachtsmen. A 
bunch of hip, young TV types were even on hand, 
filming a pilot episode for an as-yet-unnamed subma- 
rine-related reality show. 

"Who are you, and how are things going?" one 
of the youngsters challenged as I topped the board- 



ing stair with Raycroft and the BBC hot on my heels. 
The black lens of a giant TV camera stared me in the 
face. A tad startled, I dealt with the first question easily. 
But the second seemed too challenging to handle with 
more than a brush-off. "Too complicated to go into right 
now," I replied, with all the affability I could muster. 

Complicated indeed. The day had begun at 7 a.m. 
with the gathering of journalists, oceanographers, and 
other interested parties at Port Lucaya Marina on 
Grand Bahama Island — there were 12 or so of us as I 
recall. And while we proceeded to wait dockside for a 
Triton pickup vessel to arrive in increasingly gusty 15-to- 
20-knot winds, a full seven hours of thumb-twiddling 
elapsed; followed by sketchy reports that a test dive in 
big seas offshore had slightly injured a Triton employee; 
followed by word that Triton president Patrick Lahey 
was moving Atlantis II to shallower, more protected 
water; followed by a pedal-to-the-metal van trip to 
McLeans Town some 50 miles distant; followed by a 
nerve-jangling series of after-dark RIB rides through a 
vast coral reef without benefit of navigational markers or 
GPS, four persons per ride; followed by a moonlit race 
to Atlantis U in a diesel-powered Midnight Express 39; 
followed by our 9 p.m. arrival at the ship via yet another 
set of RIB rides, mostly because debarking from a speed- 
boat in four-foot swells seemed risky. 

"Welcome aboard, Bill," boomed a big guy, just as 
the reality-show youngster shoved off, presumably to 
gather more sound bites. "I'm Bruce Jones, Triton's CEO. 
Thanks for coming out here tonight. Gonna be a night- 
time deal instead of the daytime dive we promised I'm 
afraid. Weather shot us in the foot today." Jones then 
began walking Raycroft and me around the gleaming 
Triton 3300/3 while praising her 82-inch-diameter pres- 
sure hull (the integral acrylic sphere is reportedly the 
largest ever made for a manned submersible); her elec- 
tric thrusters (which allow forward, reverse, and vertical 
movements); and her hydraulically actuated, under- 
sponson, fore-and-aft-sliding battery trays that facilitate 
trim adjustments. 
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"Goin' in!" yelled Lahey from a vantage point aloft, 
simultaneously cutting Jones short and seriously intensi- 
fying on-deck focus. Ensuing procedures were the same 
for both subs. First, several mooring rings were cast 
loose and a big strap bridle was fastened to four corner- 
mounted lifting eyes by technicians and deckhands. 
Then, after the same guys had affixed tag lines to two 
or more additional attachment points, a hook at the end 
of the crane's cable was lowered and snapped into the 
bridle. The actual hoist came next, with the crane lifting 
and booming each sub over the side while deckhands 
worked the tag lines. Finally, the RIB moved in to put the 
pilot aboard and remove the bridle. 

Our deal started at midnight. "I can't believe I'm doiri 
this," said Raycroft standing barefoot in the boarding- 
stair wash with a big Canon 5D Mark II around his neck. 

"I can't believe you're doing this either, Jim," I 
observed truthfully, just as the RIB bumped home and a 
couple of wide-eyed Today show folks hopped free, their 
demo dive complete. A brilliant full moon hung high in 
a sky bejeweled with stars. What a night! The trip to the 
glowing 3300/3 felt like the best boat ride I'd ever taken. 

The dive itself? For starters, the entire 45-minute 
extravaganza went slicker than a hound dog's nose 
although the maximum depth Lahey piloted us to was 
significantly curtailed (just 160 feet versus the 1,000 Triton 
had promised) due to the weather difficulties Jones had 
referred to earlier. Once both Raycroft and I were familiar 
with ballast, trim, and other systems as well as various 
safety features (the 3300/3 has scuba-type breathing 
apparatus onboard should the main life-support system 
fail, for example), Lahey initiated a gradual, sloping glide 
into the blue, reaching bottom in mere minutes after 
passing through arrays of squid and tropical fish, all 
psychedelically illumined by our brilliant, forward-facing 
LED lights. I experienced no claustrophobic feelings 
whatsoever during our descent, perhaps because visibility 
was so panoramic and stunningly immediate, without 
glare or reflection. The joystick worked simply enough, 
with sideways motion inducing turns, banks and lateral 
progress and an on-top wheel for tilt. "Wow," I concluded 
as we skimmed peacefully along, "it's like flying." 

Glory fades, all too quickly it often seems. And our 
trip back to the barn after our spectacular underwater 
experiences proved the point in spades. Maybe it was 
the long, cold, two-in-the-morning race to the reef in the 
Midnight Express that started all the gloominess. Maybe 
it was our RIB driver getting lost in the flats beyond 
the reef and running aground. Or maybe it was when 
Raycroft and I had to jump overboard at 4 a.m. to drag 
the RIB across the muddy wastes, seemingly for miles, to 
find deeper water.

Few boatbuilders put together a big boat with big-time performance quite like Overmarine. The Mangusta 105 matches a pair of

It's a great story. In 1985 a 
marine-electronics engineer 
named Giuseppe Balducci 
set up Overmarine after hav- 
ing spent years servicing the 
shipyards of Viareggio and decid- 
ing he could build boats too. The 
boat to beat in those days was the 
mighty Tecnomarine Cobra — and 
what eats cobras for breakfast? A 
mongoose, of course. Thus was the 
Mangusta brand born. 

Like most great stories this one 
is absolutely true, and it is given 
added poignancy by the fact that 
Tecnomarine has now disappeared 
while Overmarine occupies a promi- 
nent waterfront site in this fabled 
capital city of Italian yacht-building. 
Its first product was an 80-footer, 
and outrageously big and fast motor 
yachts became the shipyard's stock 
in trade. Secured to the quay in 
front of one of the massive assembly 
sheds, our 105 test boat was dwarfed 
by Mangustas on either side, but in 
any other setting the powerful, 103- 
foot 95-tonner is a very substantial 
vessel indeed. 

The Mangusta 105 is a popular 
model. More than 30 have been 
built. Ours was the first of the Mark 
2s, with a completely restyled super- 
structure molding, but the winning 
formula is otherwise not much 
altered: big engines, big interiors, 
and a big personality. 

The smallest boat model built 
by Overmarine is a 72, and with the 
80 these are the only surface-drive 
models in the lineup. Everything 
else has jets, and the 105 has two 
2,400-horsepower MTU V16s to 
drive them. One glance at the helm 
console is enough to confirm that 
this is no ordinary motoryacht — 
thanks to the various management 
and override systems built into the 
Rolls-Royce KaMeWa propulsion 
electronics there seems to be twice 



2,400-hp MTU diesels to water jets to offer impressive speeds with considerable luxury.

the usual number of screens, dials, gauges, and monitors, and the con- 
trol units themselves look worryingly unfamiliar. 

In fact, taking the helm of this motoryacht is remarkably straight- 
forward. There is a conventional wheel — with one-quarter turn lock to 
lock, this being a pure fly-by-wire set-up — but the control units are the 
way to go. With engines and drives synchronized to one unit, a simple 
one-handed twisting action steers the boat, and the throttle lever is 
right at your fingertips. It seems an extraordinary way to exercise con-

trol over such a powerful machine, but it works beautifully and takes 
just a few minutes to get used to. It helps, of course, that the 105 is 
superbly balanced, equally responsive to both throttle and helm, and 
for something of this size and displacement, a positive joy to drive. 

As a long, lean, V-bottom hull — deadrise at the transom is 15.5 
degrees — it does have a significant planing hump to get over, and you 
need to be bold on the throttles to power through the transition. Once 
up and running I found minimum planing speed to be a comfortable 20 
knots or so. At 25 knots the big Mangusta 
was relaxed in the cruise. And cruising is 
what the 105 is all about — with a generous 
fuel capacity it has nearly a 500NM range 
at 20 knots and not much less at 25. Our 
33-knot maximum on the day reflected the 
best part of a season's growth on the hull. 
According to the engineer, we could expect 
35 knots with a clean bottom. 

There is no "standard" equipment on a 
Mangusta. Apart from the shipyard's selec- 
tion of machinery and drive systems, all 
other equipment on board is chosen by the 
owner from Overmarine's list of suppliers, 
which include most of the top brands — 
and if you want to shop "off piste," as 
long as it's agreed in advance there is no 
extra charge. A wealthy colleague of mine 
found this out for himself a few years back 
when he selected the most expensive gold- 
plated cutlery he could find. He sent the 
list through to the yard, expecting a polite 
refusal in the face of such extravagance, 
only to receive a phone call asking if he also 
wanted the fish knives. 

Our 105 was fitted with an impressive 
tonnage of entertainment equipment, and 
finished in a combination of gloss cherry 
and striped mahogany, with wenge floor- 
ing, cream carpets, and leather linings and 
trim. Quality was exemplary, even in hid- 
den corners. The insides of lockers and 
drawers were as beautifully veneered and 
lacquered as the outsides. 

Below decks, the Mangusta 105 has 
a fairly conventional layout, with a vast, 
ten-window owner's cabin amidships, 
a VIP suite in the bow, and twin-berth 
guest en suites to port and starboard, each 
with an extra fold-down Pullman berth. 
Headroom right through the lower accom- 
modation is an impressive 6'8", and the 
berths are all full size — even the singles are 
30 inches wide.

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It's a similar story aft where the crew accommoda- 
tion and galley are roomy and comfortable, with a pair 
of twin-berth en suites and a generous mess. The grab- 
handle by the cooktop is a nice seagoing touch. Further 
aft, the engine room also seems huge, even packed 
with gensets and air conditioning and watermaking 
equipment — as if the MTU V16s weren't enough — 
with good headroom and walkaround space. 

A great lower deck, then — but this isn't the real 
story of this spectacular yacht. The Mangusta 105 is 
one of the shipyard's best sellers, and according to 
Overmarine a major reason is its main saloon, which is 
not where you'd expect it to be. That deck seating area 
aft of the helm is a comfortable and sociable place to 
sit and watch the world go by, if that's what you want 
to do.

Forward of the helm and 
down five steps, it has windows on three sides and 
offers plentiful views. And it cannot be seen from the 
stern — so even moored to the quay you can enjoy your 
yacht in privacy, far from the madding crowd.

the necessity of making a mile, I jumped aboard, went forward, and 
fired up the 48's powerplant, a matched set of 550-mhp Cummins 
MerCruiser QSC8.3-550 diesels with Zeus 3800 pod drives. By the time 
I'd finished making sure both the SmartCraft Digital Throttle & Shift 
(DTS) binnacle control and the Cummins MerCruiser joystick were 
working smartly, Collins and Wood were poised to cast off. "Let 'er go," 
I yelled and poured on the coal. 

Casco Bay was freakin' outrageous when we got there. And when I 
set a northerly course for our destination, with the rollers hammering 
the starboard bow like blazes, it became 
even more so. I continued to gently accel- 
erate though, and soon we were sporting 
along at roughly 20 knots (according to 
one of the two Garmin GPSMap 7215 
screens on the dash) with the promonto- 
ries of the Pine Tree State to port and the 
gray vastness of the Atlantic to starboard. 

What a ride! The little world around 
our 48 was purest mayhem, no doubt 
about it. But tracking stayed straight, 
despite our more-or-less sideways orienta- 
tion to the craziness. Moreover, visibility 
from the Stidd helm seat I sat cross-legged 
in was excellent, even when I occasionally 
pulled back on the sticks to raise the boat's 
nose and soften an especially menacing 
impact. And the vessel's agility — her rapid 
response to even slight movements of the 
steering wheel — made driving a pleasure. 

Sabre's head designer Kevin Burns was 
at the bottom of all this performance, 
apparently. In order to maximize onboard 
interior space, Collins said, Burns had 
decided to put the 48's propulsion machin- 
ery as far aft as possible, a move that 
meant her mains were close-coupled to 
their respective drives and not extensively 
jackshafted. Several prospective customers 
had been leery of this approach, Collins 
noted, fearing it might put the longiaidinal 
center of gravity too far aft, thereby caus- 
ing overly high running attitudes, visibility 
issues coming out of the hole, and lacklus- 
ter performance. 

"But Kevin worked a bit of magic with 
this boat," affirmed Collins.

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We leapt a particularly deep chasm, and I wondered aloud whether 
credit for the stout New England sleigh ride we were enjoying might 
also go to construction methods and materials. "Oh my yes," replied 
Collins.

We even co-infuse the 
stringers and the hull simultaneously. That's why we're seeing all this 
rigidity and resistance to twist." 

Life's funny sometimes. Back in Portland, Wood and I'd been wor- 
ried about the roughness of the ride we'd experience traveling up the 
coast. But when we finally arrived in Rockland that afternoon, our 
concerns had nicely transitioned into confidence. And as we collected 
test data in the lee of a rocky shore, confidence transitioned into enthu- 
siasm — for a rousing top speed of 34 mph, church-mouse sound levels, 
and a set of superb running attitudes. Who knew that our impending 
boat-show docking would be the real hell-raiser of the day? 

"Change of plans," yelled Collins from the bow. "Just spin 'er about 
in here and put 'er over there behind that red sailboat." 

I looked around. Things were slightly more complicated than Collins 
was indicating. First off, our arrival at the show had been late. So I'd 
been constrained to box the 48 into a tiny spot, one literally surrounded 



by spectacular (and spectacularly expensive) vessels, all tied up at this 
point and all overrun with potential witnesses. And the room I needed 
to "spin 'er around," as Collins breezily put it, did not seem to be there, 
and neither did the room I needed to squeeze the 48 in behind the 
museum-quality sloop.

If you want to see just how American an English yacht can feel, step 
aboard the new Princess 60. She replaces the 58, which was introduced 
in late 2007 as a 2008 model. There are two big differences between 
the pair. One is the galley: On the 58 it's down and to port while on 
the 60 it's up and to starboard, right aft of the helm. Americans have 
always preferred their galleys up, mainly 
because they want the cook (who's usually 
an owner, not a crewmember) to be part of 
the social scene and enjoy the same views 
and conversation as other passengers. 

What makes this change noteworthy is 
that Princess moved the galley up without 
disrupting two key main-deck areas: the 
saloon and the port-side U-shape dinette. 
The 60 has only one U-shape sofa, where 
the 58 had two facing each other. But 
there's still enough seating to accommo- 
date a party of eight, and now the main 
seating is focused on the port-side retract- 
able TV, arguably more practical than fac- 
ing an opposite settee as on the 58. 

The second difference is on the lower 
deck. After removing the port-side gal- 
ley from here, Princess designers could 
have tried replacing it with another state- 
room, making this a four-cabin yacht. 
Thankfully they did not, perhaps recalling 
a lesson about American tastes drummed 
into them by Viking: Better to have fewer 
roomy spaces than more cramped ones. 
So they added a third head and enlarged 
the one in the master, giving it and the 
other two staterooms big enclosed show- 
ers. Now each cabin has en suite facilities.

It's marginally longer 
but the big difference is port and starboard access to the swim platform 
instead of just port-side access. The trade-off is a smaller aft settee (the 
58's extended to the starboard gunwale) but one still big enough to 
comfortably hold four adults. 

What hasn't changed? Performance. I tested the 58 and 60 with iden- 
tical engines — 865-hp C15 CATs — and their test numbers are virtually 
identical. The 60's about two mph slower and gets about ten percent 
less fuel economy above 1750 rpm, but a difference that small could be 
due to most anything, including the snotty weather on the 60's test day. 
Both boats also were equipped with Sleipner electronic steering, and I 
am delighted to report that the annoying ratcheting and kick-back that 



I saw on the 58 are gone, and feedback and response are even better. 

The idea of building one boat that can suit everyone in the world 
is obviously unrealistic. Tastes vary, even among boaters in the same 
country, and there will always be those who for whatever reason want 
a galley down or more, smaller staterooms. But this 60-footer has the 
kinds of features that more boaters in more places are looking for 
today, and that should be enough to make her a hit no matter what 
nameplate she bears, pmy

Pier 66, a hotel with 
a design that exemplifies the archi- 
tecture of the Space Age. The 1960s- 
vintage tower, complete with rotat- 
ing bar on top that resembles a 
flying saucer, seemed a fitting back- 
drop for my introduction to the 
Beneteau Flyer Gran Turismo 38, 
which I met at its marina. 

Beneteau is a French company 
that until recently was best known 
in the United States for its sailboats. 
But over the last two years it has 
stepped up its effort to sell power- 
boats here and in emerging mar- 
kets such as Brazil. The company is 
bringing not just new designs, but 
whole lines of new designs: This 
boat is one of the Flyer GTs, which 
number four ranging in size from 
34 to 49 feet. With them Beneteau 
is looking to establish itself in a 
challenging economic time, trying 
to win new buyers with aggressive 
styling, plenty of design innova- 
tions, and attractive pricing. 

Which brings me back to that 
warp in the space-time continuum 
marked by the Pier 66 tower. The 
paradigm shift it signified carried 
over to the Flyer GT 38 pulling 
into the dock — she looked like 
something from a parallel universe. 
Her general shape is similar to 
other express cruisers, but when 
I stopped readying my gear and 
really looked at her as she idled 
in, striking differences emerged. For 
one, the gently curved windshield 
did not seem uncommon until I 
realized I was looking at a single 
uninterrupted piece of glass, sharply 
raked between the A-pillars sup- 
porting her hardtop. Those pillars 
swoop upward into arches as they 
move aft, then drop to the sheerline 
alongside the cockpit. They, along

with the hardtop overhang, shelter a lounge to starboard and a C-shape 
convertible dinette to port. 

Once I was aboard, the boat had a great can-do feel about it. A 
logical layout and a full list of standard and optional equipment made 
me want to head out for a weekend aboard instead of a boat test. Her 
indoor-outdoor space made me feel like I could enjoy the sun without 
getting the full exposure to it that many try to avoid these days — respite 
from the bright daylight is just a step or two away. Yet for sun lovers, 
an optional sunpad on the foredeck gives unfettered exposure, and a

full-length bowrail simplifies access from the cockpit, although the side 
decks are a bit narrow. Fortunately handholds in the form of grooves 
molded into either side of the hardtop give those making the trip for- 
ward inconspicuous assistance. 

Inside the deck is level all the way from the cockpit to the double- 
wide helm benchseat, where there's a single step up to improve sight- 
lines. The seat here converts to a bolster with the flip of one hand, ideal 
for me — I mostly prefer to stand when I drive but change my mind 
and position often. A single starboard companion seat also flips up and 
has a stainless grab rail in front of it, which 
can give the seat's occupant confidence 
and security in a seaway. Windows to 
either side slide down manually to provide 
ventilation, and a power sunroof that's 
nearly full-width slides back to air things 
out even more. 

The instrument panel is a two-tiered 
affair with analog tachometers and trim 
indicators up high, electronics and more 
analog gauges below. The wheel is com- 
pact and well positioned, and the Volvo 
engine controls are mounted on their own 
outcropping, putting them in easy reach. 

Just above the controls was the joystick. 
To leave our launch pad at Pier 66, 1 gave it 
a couple of jolts and the twin 300-hp Volvo 
D4 diesel stern drives crabbed her away 
/ from the dock. Here we were in that paral- 

A lei universe again: The joystick controlled 

stern drives, not thrusters or pods. I could 
hear the joystick engage the stem drives 
and feel the boat give a bit of a shudder 
as the props bit, providing confidence- 
inspiring surety. Once we were clear, I 
gave the joystick a little twist and the 38 
deftly rounded the bow of a docked mega- 
yacht. We were on our way. 

Score one for stern drives. Seems 
everyone has been gaga over pod pro- 
pulsion lately — including Beneteau, since 
the 49-foot GT uses Volvo IPS. But for 
the other boats Beneteau has developed 
what it calls the AirStep hull, which can- 
not accommodate an azipod installation. 
(Obviously the Flyer GT 49 is not an 
AirStep design). What it can do is pipe air 
from intakes in the hull sides and introduce 
it to a pad shaped with forward-facing, 
wedged steps in the aft third of the running 
surface. We're back to our parallel universe, 
since those steps would seem to be walls 
that water flowing aft along the running 
surface would have to surmount, stealing

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speed. Chalk up the fact that it does just the opposite to the reason I 
don't design boats: Beneteau says it improves stability, maneuverability 
and efficiency thanks to the resulting air cushion. I'm always leery when 
one boat model offers a choice of pods and inboards or stern drives 
with the same running surface — this one doesn't. 

So does the AirStep work? The boat ran nicely in the two- to four- 
footers I saw that day cutting through chop and staying reasonably 
dry. (When she did take some spray on the windshield, the big single 
wiper squeegeed it off, but left an arc of spray across the bottom of the 
glass, right in my preferred line of sight. Also, my polarized sunglasses 
distorted the view through the glass.) When I took her into a hardover 
turn, she cut a nice, tight circle with a diameter of a little over two boat 
lengths. She felt light, and indeed, with a dry weight of 814 tons she is 
for a boat of this type and size with a pair of diesel engines. Plus, she 
carried only about 90 gallons of fuel that day. This cuts two ways, of 
course. On one hand, she bobbed around a bit while idling out there. 
But on the other hand, she's not a fishing boat, and generally speaking 
if I were aboard her out in open water I wouldn't be floating around at 
idle — Td be motoring to the next dock or anchorage, and I'd be thank- 
ful that her light weight, ventilated hull, and optional twin 300-hp Volvo 
diesel stern drives combined to give her a range of nearly 240 miles at a 
cruising speed of almost 34 mph. 

And this 39-footer has another side to her that should interest family 
and friends. To port of the helm down four steps beneath a skylight — 
nice touch — is a saloon with an L-shape dinette to port and a galley to 
starboard. The galley has a two-burner cooktop, sink, and decent stow- 
age. That saloon-galley-dinette combo is cozy and comfortable. Aft of 



the galley is the wet head, with a porthole for ventilation and a skylight. 

Living space includes a master stateroom in the bow with an island 
berth, which has stowage beneath, and hanging lockers to either side. 
Hull-side windows and opening portholes add to livability as does 
an overhead hatch. A second stateroom amidships offers twin berths, 
outboard hanging lockers, and hull-side windows with opening ports. 

The engine compartment is just aft of that stateroom, with access 
via a hatch beneath the cockpit-dinette table. Besides the D4s, this 
space housed an optional 4kW Onan genset, a pair of roto-molded 
fuel tanks at the forward end arranged athwartships, and a water 
heater. It's pretty tight between the engines — they're just eight inches 
apart — and headroom is just under three feet from the sole to the low- 
est point of the overhead. Dipsticks, filters, and fills are reachable but I'd 
have preferred duplex fuel-water separators to the simplex setup. That 
snug layout had some free space outboard of the engines that would be 
useful for stowing a toolbox and some spares. I sported some exposed 
plywood, painted on one side and affixed to the underside of the deck 
above and a few unfamiliar (at least stateside) equipment brands such 
as a Nautic Boiler water heater and Perfet fire-suppression system. 

But the biggest indicator that I'd entered the realm of science fic- 
tion was the price: My option-loaded test boat was priced at just over 
$400,000. At that figure who wouldn't think he'd passed into a parallel 
universe? I wondered how long I could stay here, pmy

The debut of the Marlow Explorer 97E at the Miami International Show was 
the result of many years of research in hull efficiency and composite 
construction. Following similar build designs of modern commercial aircraft 
construction, Marlow Yachts does not build a hollow thin skin, then frame 
it with a container full of framing woods. The bulkheads' purpose in a 
Marlow is to describe accommodations, as opposed to supporting a weak 
skin, resulting in a structure of enormous strength. 

Hull No. 1 features a grand salon and a separate formal dining room for en- 
tertaining. There is also an ondeck door opening, which leads to the U- 
shape galley, allowing fresh air into it if desired.
